ance fund. These recommendations would be made by the CHE to the LFC and DFA by Sep-
tember 30, 2003.

Significant |ssues

This memoria directly relates to House Bill 393 which creates a new, nonreverting fund, the
Higher Education Performance Fund. Money in the fund is appropriated to the CHE to provide
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funds to those public, post-secondary institutions meeting annual performance targets. CHE is
authorized to develop a system to annually assess performance of public post-secondary educa
tional ingtitutions.
